III.  DISCUSSION OF LEGISLATION

House Bill No. 56 by Representative Hoffmann

Representative Hoffmann presented House Bill No. 56, which provides relative to the signs
displayed at the point of purchase of any tobacco, alternative nicotine, or vapor product.

On behalf of Representative Hoffman, Representative Jackson offered amendments to remove
lettering size requirement for the notice postings and add an effective date of November 1, 2018. 
Representative Jackson offered a motion to adopt the proposed amendments.  Without objection, the
amendments were adopted by a vote of 10 yeas and 0 nays.  Representatives Jackson, Chad Brown,
Gary Carter, Coussan, Jimmy Harris, Hodges, Leopold, Marino, Shadoin, and Zeringue voted yea.

Representative Marino offered a motion to report House Bill No. 56 with amendments.  Without
objection, House Bill No. 56 was reported with amendments by a vote of 10 yeas and 0 nays. 
Representatives Jackson, Chad Brown, Gary Carter, Coussan, Jimmy Harris, Hodges, Leopold,
Marino, Shadoin, and Zeringue voted yea.

House Bill No. 589 by Representative Abramson

On behalf of the author, Representative Jimmy Harris presented House Bill No. 589, which provides
relative to fees and costs of the Civil District Court for the Parish of Orleans.

Representative Jimmy Harris offered amendments to reduce the deposit amount collected in the
Clerk's Salary Fund from 60 percent to 50 percent and require the clerk to remit to the judicial
expense fund 50 percent of collected fees no later than the 25th day of the month following the
previous month's collection.  Representative Jimmy Harris offered a motion to adopt the proposed
amendments.  Without objection, the amendments were adopted by a vote of 11 yeas and 0 nays.

Representative Hazel offered a
motion to adopt the proposed amendments.  Without objection, the amendments were adopted by
a vote of 11 yeas and 0 nays.  Representatives Jackson, Chad Brown, Gary Carter, Coussan, Gaines,
Hazel, Leopold, Marino, Muscarello, Shadoin, and Zeringue voted yea.

Representative Hazel offered an amendment to authorize the magistrate judge to have jurisdiction
over specialty courts created after the effective date of proposed law.  Representative Hazel offered
a motion to adopt the proposed amendment.

(a) Provide an exception from proposed law for peace officers.

(b) Change the proposed law protections applicable to public officers and employees to
leave without pay.

(c) Change the proposed law protections applicable to private employees to authorize
leave not to exceed five days, instead of fifteen days.

(d) Provide that no volunteer firefighter shall be denied leave, work-related benefits, or
employment for absenting himself from the volunteer fire department for the purpose
of emergency response not to exceed five days per declared disaster.

(5) Modify the definition of "volunteer" to include individuals who donate labor through a
nonprofit organization registered and approved by the state as a private, nonprofit, tax-
exempt organization pursuant to 26 U.S.C. 501(c), instead of 26 U.S.C. 501(c)(3).
